The quake last December 23 is 
estimated to have killed 30,000 
people, of whom 15,000 have been 
burled in official ceremonies.

An estimated 270,000 of Managua’s 
400,000 inhabitants were evacuated 
over Christmas and have been warn- 
ed that they cannot expect to re- 
turn until about July.

Police reported six fatalities in 
South Carolina — four In Abbeville 
and two in Calhoun Falls — and 
three others in Georgia.

The charred bodies of the women, 
Evelyn Anderson, 25, and Beatrice 
Kosin, 35, were found in the burned- 
out ruins of Kengkok, a town in 
Southern 1.808. Thelr hands were 
tHed behind their backs. . 

The Canadian, Lloyd Oppel, 20, 
told newsmen before he boarded a 
hospital plane for America that he 
would not make any statement be- 
fore he returned to Canada. 

One of the crowd of people at 
the airport to bid farewell to the 
last group of PoWs was Canadian- 
born Mra. Shirley Jones, wife of a 
civilian employee at Clark. 

Mrs. Jones said she was unable to 
see Oppel in the hospital. But she 
said she learned how the two wo- 
men miasionaries died from Oppel's 
‘Bscort Officer, who she claimed, had 
been told by Oppel. 

“Mr. Oppel, the two women and 
another man, Samuel A. Mattix, 29, 
were captured when the Vietcong 
‘took the village,” she said. 

“They tied tthe two women up in 


@ thatched’ grass but and set fire 
to it, The women were still alive 
and were tied to poles,” Mrs. Jones 
said she was told. Miss Anderson, 
25, and Miss Kosin, 35, represented 
the Christlan Missions of Many 
Lands. . 

At the time of their capture, nine 
other missionaries narrowly escaped 
from the troops. 

Mra. Jones said she did not know 
why Oppel and Mattix also were 
not killed, nor did she have any 
details of the two men's treatment 
while in captivity.

PLE don't own cats. Cats 
own them. Of all domestic ani- 
mais — end that includes man 
himself — the cat is the only one 


to maintain a true independence. By ἴ 
nature, a dog quickly becomes de- 
to’ its owner. It will accept 

ete domination and, indeed, be 


teful for it. A cat will live in 
your house, eat your food and even 
show a bit of affection from time 
to time. But part of it is always 
withdrawn. 

The mystery of a cat's indepen- 
dence is the reason why there is 
so much literature and speculation 
about the feline mind and why the 
eat has ‘hed such a chequered his- 
tory — worshipped in one century, 
reviled in the next. 

Tt is also the reason why so 
many people prefer to have in their 
homes a cat with ail its incon- 
sistencles rather than a dog with 
its slavish adoration. 

Sclentists can now explain the 
mechanism that enables a cat to see 
in the dark.

A 
hangover may yet come, but hardly 
before the end of this year, for all 
too obvious reasons. 


BATTLE OF ENIGHTS 
In the popular version of last 
week's events (dramatized by the 
media) they appeared as a fight 
between the White Knight — Fin- 
ance Minister Pinhas Sapir, 
pledged to defend the economy and 
to kill the inflationary dragon — 
and the Red Knight — Histadrut Sec- 
retary-General Yitzhak Ben-Aharon, 
rushing to repulse the onslaught of 
orthodox finance on people's living 
standards. 


But one should beware of believ- 
ing such nursery stories. Mr. Sapir 
seems to have realized at long last 
that insulating the cost of living 

t the impact of both home 
and worldwide Inflation is a Ca- 
aute-Hke task. The Government has 
indeed resolved to put a Lmit 
— though not en end— to the flood 
of subsidies pald to private con- 
sumption. However, Mr. Sapir has 

carefully avoided repudiating the 
principle of qubsidization, leaving it 
8 moot point whether consumers 
ought to pay thelr way or are 
entitled to live on public charity. 
‘The debate with the Histadrut has 
been deliberately confined to details. 
Throughout the pretence has been 
Maintained that the Treasury just 
cannot afford another dozen or 50 
mafllions. 


Moreover, Mr. Sapir has shown 
that his promise to keep the budget 
balanced this year should not be 
taken lIlterally. While the public 
was preoccupied with the added 
subsidies, little attention has been 
paid to the fact that subsidies 
formed only part of last week's 
IL417m. supplementary budget, of 
peng egies ieee pe

LATE ADMISSION 

The Treasury’s admission that an 
additional IL220m. in income tax 
could be collected and that IL200m.

strictures of our fiscal policy are 
not unfounded. But this belated 
admission also indicates how loosely 
budgetary planning is still handled 
and how much inflationary pressure 
ds still generated by the public 
sector. 

On the other hand, Mr. Ben-Aha- 
ron, and the Histadrut’s Central 
Committee, while pretending to fight 
tocth and nail for thelr members’ 
living standards, did not in fact 
oppose the price rise which — as 
they well realized — could not be 
avcided. In the crucial debate they 
were almost ready to meet Mr. 
Sapir half-way. The much publicized 
clash in fact turned on trifles. What 

mattered (from the trade 
unions’ point of view) was not that 
subsidies were reduced, or that con- 
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eumers were hurt, but that the Gov- 
«trmment dared act without the His- 
tadrut's assent, It is on this point 
that Bir. Ben-Aharon is adamant, 
and understandably so, because in 
order to keep his course of ἃ 
Histadrut detached from the State, 
he must cultivate the trade unfons’ 
ΠΗ πον — whether or not that 
serves the common good. 

A case in point has been Mr. 
Ben-Aharon's support of wholesale 
as against selective — price 
suksidies, irrespective of economic 
and social considerations. Whether 
or not one agrees. with this view, 
it must appear rather odd coming 
from Histadrut headquarters, until 
one realizes that selective aid wauld 
undermine the principle of the auto- 
matic C-o-L allowance and would thus 
shift the centre of gravity in social 
matters from the Histadrut to the 
national administration. So last 
week's clash was not concerned with 
price subsidies or with kh 
flation, but with the trade unions’ 
role in Israel's economy. More 
exactly, it was concerned with the 
chances of carrying out some kind 
of an incomes policy — with or 
without the Histadrut'’s support — 
when a new Government will even- 
tually be formed. 


Trade deficit 
up in February 


Despite more optimistic predic- 
tlons, the trade deficit in February 
was 50 per cent higher than the 
Previous month’s — from $49m. to 
$7im., the Central Bureau of Statls- 
ties has announced. 

Imports (net) in February amount- 
ed to $189m. as compared with 
$154m. in January, the Bureau 
epckcaman said. This rise of 23 per 
cent was higher than anticipated in 
view of the normal seasonal fiuctua- 
tlon in these months, he said. 

Net exports totalled $116m. 
February, as against $105m. 
January.

US. farmers 
help offset 
trade deficit 
with Japan 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The big 
grain sales to the Soviet Union 
last year and the beginning trickle 
of trade with China are important, 
but many government officials be- 
πόνο the long-range best bet over- 
seas for U.S. farmers is Japan. 

American farm exports to Japan 
have tripled in a decade, totalling 
$1.400m. of the record $9.400m. in 
overseas sales last calendar year. 
By 1975 or sooner, according to 
some Agriculture Department au- 
thoritles, the Japanese purchases 
will be $2,000m. a year. 

Bruc: L. Greenshtelds, a govern- 
ment foreign demand expert, writ- 
ing in the latest issue of “Forelgn 
Agriculture Trade of the U.S.", 
notes what he calls the paradox 
of U.S.-Japan trade imbalance. The 
American farmer, he says, “is call- 
ed on tg increase his exports to Ja- 
pan to pay for industnal imports 
from Japan.” 

Last year Japan sold far more 
industrial goods to the U.S. than 
it purchased In return. That left a 
trade deficit of $4.1b. Strictly on 
the basis of farm products, how- 
ever, Japan sold only $53m. worth 
of those to the U.S. while buying 
$1.4b. in return.

“There is one unbreakable rule of 

international diplomacy,” the Presi- 
dent sald, ‘You can't get some 
in a negotiation unless you have 
something to give.” : 
Nixon's blunt remarks, warning 
against the U.S. becoming “weak, 
soft and self-indulgent," in his new 
era of peace, sounded the tone for 
future strategy by his administration 
on a world scale. 

His broad objective in his address 

was to rally Americans against the 
Democrats in Congress who would 
cut his defense budget or unilateral- 
ly reduce American forces In Eu- 
rope while negotiations are under 
‘way with Moscow. 
The President clearly considers 
that his firm defence stance repre- 
sents the silent will of the majority 
of the American people.
